Marriott signs ground-breaking contract

Don’t expect Sledge 
Hall to turn into a luxury 
hotel, but a world-wide hos¬ 
pitality corporation now 
manages the College’s eight 
residence halls. 

Marriott Corp. as¬ 
sumed management of the 
halls after signing an annual 
service agreement with the 
College Aug. 1. This agree¬ 
ment, which contains annual 
negotiation and renewal op¬ 
tions, is the first of its kind 
for the Company. 

“This is a very seri¬ 
ous opportunity for 
Marriott,” Housing Direc¬ 
tor Clint Ferrara said. “Be¬ 
cause this is a flagship op¬ 
eration, some people are 
very nervous about it, but 
also very excited.” 

- Both Marriott and 
the College plan to maintain 


the same services for a pe¬ 
riod of time. The code of 
conduct for employees and 
dorm residents remains the 
same, Student Dean 
Frankie Muffoletto said. 

Most of the changes 
Marriott has made during 
the first three weeks of 
classes, such as renting out 
small refrigerators with 
built in freezers and micro- 
waves, Ferrara classified as 
“little things that enhance 
the quality of life in the 
dorms." 

“Over the long term 
we hope to integrate 
Marriott philosophy into 
residential life through our 
employees.” 

Marriott has hired 
four new custodians and a 
housing secretary. TJC has 
re-assigned the five former 
custodians to other cam¬ 
pus areas. 


Former Food Service 
Director Brett Ladd, a 
Marriott employee, now 
manages both the residen¬ 
tial and dining services for 
the College. TJC has con¬ 
tracted dining services with 
Marriott since 1993. 

Ferrerra, who 
worked with residential life 
while he was in college, 
transferred from Centenary 
College in Shreveport, La. 
He said he believed Marriott 
can save the college money 
and provide more customer- 
oriented services because of 
their private-business oper¬ 
ating practices. 

“Marriott has to take 
what we do in hotels and 
adapt it to residential life,” 
Ferrara said. “However, we 
don’t want it to be just a 
business venture. We want 
it to be successful for every- 
one.

News writer discovers herself, mentors 
at Hispanic Journalists Convention

Participating in the 1995 
National Association of His¬ 
panic Journalists Convention 
and Freedom Forum at The Uni¬ 
versity of Texas in El Paso in 
early June was an exciting edu¬ 
cational experience. I was 
among other students from dis¬ 
tant states such as New York, 
Colorado and Pennsylvania. 
We all became friends and keep 
in touch through letters. 

The 1900-member Na¬ 
tional Association of Hispanic 
Journalists was established in 
April, 1984, to increase educa¬ 
tional and professional oppor¬ 
tunities for Hispanics. At 
NAH J's heart is Hispanic jour¬ 
nalists’ strong sense of pride in 
their professionalism mid cul¬ 
tural heritage. 

For the first time, the 
NAHJ, with The University of 
Texas in El Paso and the Free¬ 
dom Forum,a nonpartisan, in¬ 
ternational foundation dedi¬ 
cated to free press, free speech 
and free spirit for all people, 
offered a bi-national campus 
for college students. 

“This confemce marked a new 
phase of developing 
tomorrow’s journalists for the 
NAHJ. It is our responsibility 
as members of the Fourth Es¬ 
tate to ensure that journalists 


reflect our diverse nation,” 
Patrisia Gonzales,, student 
campus committee chair said. 

In dozens of panels 
and workshops, luncheons in 
El Paso and Juarez, Mexico, 
speakers talked about many 
topics such as Minorities in 
the Newsroom and the Role 
and Future of Spanish Lan¬ 
guage in the Media. Through 
those workshops I learned that 
a major deficiency of Hispanic 
reporters exists in the media 
and how their collaboration 
to inform the Latino public is 
greatly required. 

The week included 
plenaries on the controversial 
topics, “What Has Proposi¬ 
tion 187 Unleashed?” and 
“NAFTA,” a job fair and art 
exhibition by Latinos at the 
El Paso Civic Center, more 
than 150 radio, television and 
newspaper recruiters nation¬ 
wide representing such popu¬ 
lar media organizations in¬ 
cluded NBC, CBS and The 
New York Times interviewed 
student journalists and helped 
plan opportunities for careers 
in the news media. Many 
interesting guest speakers, 
captured my attention and 
broadaned my curiosity for 
journalism. 

I left the Convention 
with high hopes to become 


involved and contribute to 
NAHJ. For the first time in my 
life, I saw my race in an en¬ 
tirely new spotlight. I met so 
many Hispanics who had 
worked themselves up to be¬ 
come professionals in journal¬ 
ism. 

When I see myself in a 
classroom on this campus, I 
find myself almost alone. I see 
no Hispanic faces as broad¬ 
casters in the East Texas news¬ 
rooms, which I conclude might 
mean broadcasters overlook 
stories that may be meaningful 
news to the Hispanic commu¬ 
nities because there is no His¬ 
panic who could verify that 
story as important. 

I consider myself very 
fortunate to have this great op¬ 
portunity to have seen some of 
the best journalists in the na¬ 
tion and draw from them some 
measure of confidence and 
pride from their work. I hope 
my future will be as trium¬ 
phant as some journalists I came 
to admire, those who had the 
courage to overcome, despite 
minority and gender barriers. I 
thank them for being such in¬ 
spirational figures and teach¬ 
ers in a field which needs much 
more media from an Hispanic’s 
point of view. I will definitely 
see all of them in the 14th An¬ 
nual NAHJ Convention 1996 
in Chicago. .

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PATH to celebrate 10 years helping needy in Smith County

PATH will cel¬ 
ebrate 10 years in Smith 
County next week. Mrs. 
W.C. Windsor worked 
with local clergy to initiate 
the program in 1984. 

They operate 17 
programs to meet the criti¬ 
cal, basic human needs of 
more than 45,000 people 
each year, according to 
PATH'S annual pamphlet. 

PATH is an inde¬ 
pendent agency whose 
principal support comes 
from the community, indi¬ 
viduals, religious congre¬ 
gations and civic groups. 
Last year PATH'S 425 vol¬ 
unteers provided 17,592 
hours of service. 

Emergency Assis¬ 
tant Programs, the back¬ 


bone of PATH’S ministry, 
provides critical help with 
food, shelter, utilities, pre¬ 
scriptions and transportation 
to 10,808 households last 
year. Each family request¬ 
ing assistance is carefully 
interviewed by volunteer 
caseworkers who are trained 
and supervised by PATH 
staff. This assistance pre¬ 
serves families’ dignity and 
focuses on independence. 

Special projects help 
needy children. Christmas 
Clearinghouse provides 
food and toys for approxi¬ 
mately 2,200 households. 
Coats for Kids gives warm 
winter coats to 3,200 chil¬ 
dren. The School Supply 
Train distributes school sup¬ 
plies to 3,400elementary and 
middle school children. 

Support programs 


offer skills and transitional 
housing focuses on keeping 
needy families together by 
providing them with time 
and resources to rebuild their 
lives. Teams of mentors 
from First B aptist and Christ 
Episcopal church manage 
three homes, helping fami¬ 
lies to acquire skills and self¬ 
esteem they need to regain 
their independence. 

The Resource Room
